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Nasser Applying Himself Strontium 90 
Pygmies Incredibly Primitive But Intelligent In Their Own Way 
To Mending West Ties

President 
Nasser 
of 
Egypt, 
having adroitly escaped from an 
almost suicidal position nearly 
two years ago. is now applying 
himself to loosening the key log 
in his country’s economic jam. 
Secretary Dulles indicates the 
United States is ready to supply 
him with the peavey. 
Behind it all is an apparent 
realization by Nasser that the 
benefits he has enjoyed from a 
neutrality favorable to the Soviet 
Union are small compared with 
the benefits possible through real 
neutrality. 
By mortgaging Egypt's cotton 
crop for several years, Nasser 
obtained arms and some other 
commodities from the Communist 
bloc. He snatched the Suez Cank 
with its 100-million-dollar annual 
income. But it hasn t been enough 
to offset his loss of commercial 
relations with toe West. 
His promises of a revolution in 
Egypt, pulling the people out of 
the mire of substandard living, 
have played second fiddle to his 
maneuvers for leadership of a 
united Araby. 
The Soviet Union has agreed to 
let him have a large sum. perhaps 
200 million dollars, for industrial­ 
ization But it isn t enough. He 
needs help and trade from the 
West 
To get it. he must rehabilitate 
himself as a good business risk 
To do so, Nasser is about to 
resume negotiations with the old 
Suez Canal Co , chartered by 
France and largely financed by 
Britain. Egypt s traditionally best 
customers If he makes a decent 
offer ol compensation 
for 
its 
seizure,

States are preparing to help him 
pay by unfreezing the assets they 


sequestered largely for that pur­ 
pose. 
Nasser will then want to borrow 
and make new trade agreements. 
The World Bank for Conserva­ 
tion and Development already has 
agreed to finance preliminary sur­ 
veys for improvement of the Suez 
Canal. The implication is that the 
construction money itself will be 
forthcoming if E g y p t makes 
peace with the West. 
Other loans will be sought for 
the five-year plan on which Egypt 
has already made a small start. 
If granted. Nasser will then have 
two horses for his plow — the 
financial aid of both East and 
West. 
What such a situation would 
mean to the volatile situation of 
the whole Middle East cannot be 
assayed

Arab psychology, however, there 
is always admiration for the bar­ 
gainer who can take chances and 
come out winner.

The great­ 
est value o f a diary o ver an auto bio graphy is that the 
diary can be a mirro r o f a m an’s so u! whereas the 
tuto bio graphy is what he wants peo ple to believe 
abo ut him. 
Harry Truman s auto bio graphy , fo r in­ 
stance, while it co ntains much interesting data, is 
histo rically no t to o valuable because Harry appraises 
Harry as o nly his best friends think o f him. May be 
Harry has kept a diary and so m e day . we shall kno w 
o f his trials and tribulatio ns, his do ubts, his fears, his 
uncertainties. 
Thus far. there has been no co rrect acco unt o f 
Franklin D. Ro o sevelt. 
Bio graphical material abo ut 
Ro o sevelt is plentiful, but it is written by friend o r 
fo e and much is o bvio usly untrue fo r no such perfec­ 
tio n ever existed o n this Earth and no such devil co uld 
lo ng survive his o wn shado w. 
If Ro o sevelt kept a 
diary it has been kept quiet, and is unavailable fo r o ur 
vulgar ey es. It wo uld be histo rically o f value to kno w 
what Ro o sevelt tho ught o f his spo use. Eleano r. Per­ 
haps all that will beco me available and we shall have 
a true picture o f the man, 
Ro o sevelt was a cy nic to a degree and o ne wo n­ 
ders what he tho ught o f the characters.

Who Was First 
With H-Bomb? 


Has the United States ever had a real H- 
bomb monopoly? The public has assumed that it 
did at one time. But now a Soviet scientist, Igor 
V. Kurchatov, claims the reverse is true. 
In a speech to the Supreme Soviet Kurcha­ 
tov claimed that the Soviet Union successfully 
tested on August 12. 1953, a deliverable hydro­ 
gen bomb which could be used as a weapon. The 
United States, he continued, did not have such 
a weapon until a half year later, when it con­ 
ducted tests on Eniwetok Atoll in the Pacific in 
March. 1954. 
President Eisenhower in a letter to former 
Soviet Premier Bulganin had cited the time 
‘ when we had thermonuclear bombs and the 
Soviet Union had none” as proof of the peaceful 
intentions of the U. S. 
But Kurchatov said that the first American 
thermonuclear explosion in November. 
1952, 
was of a device so large and heavy that it could 
not be delivered and hence was not a weapon. 
Commentators in this country are saying that 
Kurchatov is probably right—that off-the-record 
statements by American officials have indicated 
that the 1952 American explosion required ela­ 
borate 
refrigeration 
equipment 
to 
keep 
the 
liquid heavy hydrogen from turning to gas. This 
made it too heavy for a bomb. 
One 
Washington correspondent said the 
1953 Soviet explosion employed hydrogen in a 
solid ’ form He said analysis of the radioactive 
effects of the 1953 Soviet explosion gave U. S. 
officials a shock and spurred research aimed at 
duplicating the Soviet technique. 
Sputnik may not have been the first time 
U. S. scientific efforts were outclassed by those 
of Russia If reports that Russia ended hydrogen 
tests because of a disaster are proved authentic, 
the Soviet can claim to have been first in still 
another category.

Diaries 


There was a time when great men knew that they 
were great and they wrote books about themselves. 
Perhaps the mast famous of these is Julius Caesar * 
account of himself and his wars which every schoolboy 
had to learn as part of his education before the saxo­ 
phone and skin-diving became cultural subjects 
More recently, great men hire press agents and 
ghost writers to do such jobs. aa, for instance, Wendell 
Vtilikie hired Joe Barnes to do his ’’One World” hook 
and. for that matter, the aforesaid Barnes aided Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower lo do hi* ‘‘Crusade in Europe ” How­ 
ever. Winston Churchill and Herbert Hoover continue 
lo do their own, unassisted by experts in spelling and 
punctuation. 
Hoover's hook on Woodrow Wilson, shortly lo 
appear, contains considerable new data, niurh of it 
from correspondence 
heretofore unavailable and 
from private diaries, hidden away in the libraries 
of universities and in The Hoover Institution on 
M ir, Revolution, and Peace, situated at Stanford 
I nlversity in California. 
Upon inquiry I find that The Hoover Institution, 
contains a large accumulation of diaries, in many 
languages, some of which »an he of great value to the 
Hiture historian. A sample of what they have at The 
Hoover Institution follows: 
“Joseph Goebbels — handwritten diary for 1925-26; 
typewritten for 1943 
Heinrich Himmler — for 1914 24 
General Joseph W. Stilwell — from Pearl Harbor 
through World War ll. 
Herbert Hoover—including his diary notes of nego­ 
tiations with Germans for relief during World 
War I

I 
Gut ko — .Assistant Russian Minister of the 
Interior and 
Member of the Russian State 
Council under Czar Nicholas ll 
Count V. N Kokovtsov — Chairman of the Russian 
Council of Ministers. 1911-1914. 
Anton Z. Ovchinnikov—a member of Admiral Kol­ 
chak s anti Bolshevik forces in Siberia 
Franz Haider—Chief of the German General Staff. 
1938-42. 
Rudolph Hoist! — F in n is h Mi n i s t e r of Foreign 
Affairs. 
Frans L. M. Dony—member of Dutch underground. 
1943-44. 
Frieda Schmidt—anti Nazi German in Munich, for 
most of the Nazi years. 
Simeon A Villa — on the staff of Aguinaldo in the 
Philippines.” 
Diaries are difficult to get because families like 
lo hold on to them for sentimental or monetary 
reasons. Often the great man of a former era becomes 
a forgotten man of succeeding eras and his well-kept 
diary may he of no value because the fellow was dis­ 
honest to himself. He wrote for publication. The great­ 
est value of a diary over an autobiography is that the 
diary can be a mirror of a man s soul whereas the 
autobiography is what he wants people to believe 
about hun. 
Harry Truman's autobiography, for in­ 
stance, while it contains much interesting data, is 
historically not too valuable because Harry appraises 
Harry as only his best friends think of him. Maybe 
Harry has kept a diary and some day. we shall know 
of his trials and tribulations, his doubts, his fears, his 
uncertainties. 
Thus tar. there has been no correct account of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Biographical material about 
Roosevelt is plentiful, but it is written by friend or 
foe and much is obviously untrue for no such perfec­ 
tion ever existed on this Earth and no such devil could 
long survive his own shadow, 
lf Roasevclt kept a 
diary it has been kept quiet, and is unavailable for our 
vulgar eyes. It would be historically of value to know 
what Roosevelt thought of his spouse. Eleanor. Per­ 
haps all that will become available and we shall have 
a true picture of the man. 
Roosevelt was a cynic to a degree and one won­ 
ders what he thought of the characters, Republican 
as well as Democrat, who after 1936, invaded his 
Administration to make careers for themselves. Some 
of them were peculiarities in American life and some 
are still around, looking here and there for public 
approval and a job with which also goes applause. He 
introduced so many of them to the American people 
that he must have had a special penchant for the 
breed. But such private views would only appear in 
a diary or in letters written to a particularly appre­ 
ciative lady. 
The Hoover Institution probably needs money, as 
all such organizations do. but it would be valuable if 
they sorted out their collections of diaries and letters 
and had them published for all to read who are curious 
about what really makes the human race act as it 
does.

Job Security Among Detroit s Auto Workers

DETROIT 
It is a little hard to believe in 
people like John and Jeannette; 
but they really exist — barely 
exist at the moment—in a grey 
little street of grey little houses 
ir. East Detroit. 
John is a fine-looking fellow, 
eleven years an auto-worker, who 
was doing setting up exercises 
when I rang his doorbell “ be­ 
cause ifs easy to get out of shape 
when you're laid off.” Jeannette 
is a sturdy young woman whom 
John met on the assembly line 
at one of 
the 
Chrysler 
auto 
plants. They are not highly skill­ 
ed workers, but they had over 
$160 a week of take-home pay 
between them before Jeannette 
lost her job last September. 
“ I wouldn t of believed it until 
it happened." she said “Seemed 
like you'd never be laid off, when 
you'd worked steady for seven 
years, like I had ” 
At that time. John had the car 
paid for 'it was a cash bargain 
Rom a fellow worker'. But the 
house, the washer, the dryer, the 
television set and the furniture 
were all on the never-never. Al­ 
together. 
the 
payments 
then 
amounted to $83 a month 
al­ 
though John and Jeannette had 
never added them up and Jean­ 
nette commented. “Gee. that s 
fiwful” when I did the sum for 
them > Vet with Jeannette al- 
leady jobless, they went in hock 
for another lion to buy Christmas 
presents at one of the cheap De­ 
troit stores that will almost sell 
toilet paper on time Three weeks 
later. John too was laid off. 
“ If I'd knew that. I d never of 
went so deep at Christmas." said 
John ruefully. But the deed was 
done. Today, Jeannette's unem­ 
ployment benefits have run out, 
and the family has nothing but 
John's benefits of $43 a week. 


With time payments swollen to 
$!08 a month by the Christmas 
splurge, they and their boy live 
mainly on spaghetti. Worst of 
all, John’s benefits will also run 
out in another 13 weeks But even 
now they seem to have no sense 
of onrushing catastrophe. 
What makes John and Jean­ 
nette hard 
to 
believe 
in. 
of 
course is the curious combina­ 
tion of industriousness — for both 
have always been hard, steady 
workers — with 
almost 
total, 
lotus-eating improvidence 
They 
arc not unusual either I ran into 
one young auto-worker who had

tion came into office 
“ He was occupying alone the 
manager’s cottage on the hill 
above the hotel,” Price wrote of 
Brownell in a secret memo to 
his A T AT colleagues which he 
never 
expected the public 
to 
read. 
He came out on the porch 
to meet me and we sat on the 
porch and talked for twenty-five 
minutes Nobody else was present 
or near. 
“ I had brought with me the 
memorandum we had recently 
filed with Judge Barnes 'chief of 
Brownell's 
Antitrust 
Division! 
piesenting our arguments for dis­ 
missal of the case: and at this 
time the policy of the company 
was to insist on dismissal and 
not to discuss settlement. . . 
Price then revealed that he ex­ 
pected more out of the Republi­ 
cans than the Democrats “ I then 
. . . told him," he said. “that un 
der the previous 'Truman! ad­ 
ministration we had temporized 
by asking for postponement only, 
but that we were hopeful that he 
would see his way clear to have 
the case dropped. He hesitated 
over this a bit and then asked 
me to give bim the particular 
items sought in the prayer for 
relief.” 
Outright dismissal was a little 
tough for Brownell to take 
He 
knew he would have trouble with 
his subordinates getting them to 
agree. 


Brownell Pleads 


“ He reflected a moment and 
said in substance that a way 
ought to he found to get rid of 
the case." continued Price in his 
secret memo. “ He asked me whe­

was 
adamant 
He knew he had the

“ I fold him." he reported, "we 
had thought about the matter but 
I was not prepared at the mo­ 
ment to say that we could pro­ 
ceed in that fashion He said if 
we tried we could certainly find 
things of that sort that could be 
used a> a basis for a consent de­ 
cree ' I noted carefully that here 
for the first time he was specific 
in using the term ‘consent de­ 
cree'!. 
“ He was now so specific that 
I felt I had to go one way or 
the other and I did not feel at 
liberty to weaken on what I un­ 
derstood to be our position at that 
time I said that our management 
had not been willing so far to 
admit that any injunction ought 
to be entered against the com­ 
pany but they felt that the case 
ought to he dropped, 
“ He said. 'I don't think that a 
a very sensible attitude for them 
to fake ’ 
“ I said. They are sensible peo­ 
ple and they will give this mat­ 
ter further consideration I don t 
mean that they have adopted a 
final unchangeable position, hut 
that's the way they now feel " 
Brownell remained almost in 
the position of humble suppli­ 
cant before the A T AT. execu­ 
tive. rather than the head of 
the great law-enforcement agen­ 
cy of the United States 
“As I got up to go," reported 
Price, “he 
walked 
down 
th# 
steps with me and repeated his 
statement that it was important 
to get this case disposed of. H« 
said the President would under­ 
stand this also and that if a set­ 
tlement was worked out he could 
get the Presiednt s approval in 
five minutes 
* As I was leaving. I reminded 
him that we had applied to Judge 
Barnes to have the case dismiss­ 
ed. and I said that I assumed it 
would be all right if we did not 
hear from Judge Barnes in the 
near future to get in touch with 
him to find out what was to he 
done. He said that was right.” 
Thus ended the amazing huddle 
at White Sulphur Springs on the 
front porch of the manager s cot­ 
tage which was to lead to one 
of the most important and lopsid­ 
ed consent decrees in recent anti­ 
trust history.

The alleged nuisance concerns 
a stream et water which flows 
through property of Jacob V. Wil­ 
son and Thelma R. Wilson, his 
wife, near Main Street Extended 
lor State Route 38 in Westernport. 
The seven signers of the letter 
and their two attorneys assert 
that the Mayor and Commission­ 
ers of Westernport have caused 
this stream to become polluted 
with an ever increasing volume 
of sewage from the considerable 
number of buildings which in re­ 
cent years have been erected in 
Westernport on the higher land 
to the east of the petitioners' 
propel ties. 
As new buildings 
are being 
erected 
which 
also 
discharge 
sewage into the stream, pollution 
is growing worse and the volume 
of flow greater, the letter adds. 
As hard surfaced streets, alleys, 
gutters and catch basins have 
been built on the higher land, 
more surface water 
has been 
directed into the *treet. 
The petitioners say that as a 
result the stream overflows at 
frequent 
intervals. 
spreading 
sewage and filth over their prop­ 
erties and into their homes and 
places of business. This sewage 
discharged into the stream has 
caused Iou! <)dors to permeate
